\from our Government. , This whole in- 
cident explains some of the feeling among 
‘Americans on the Pacific Coast about the 
neeessity of dealing with the quertion of 
Japanese immigration, not through any 
“gentlemen's agreement,” which may be. 
accotnpanied by embnarragsments arising 
out of difference of ‘understanding of 
words and terms, bat threugh an express 
statute written by the. Congress. 

Americans generally have something 
more-thah mere regard ‘and’ respect for 
Japan, and for, indiyidual Japanese.
